Demonstrations In 
United States. 


Roosevelt Field, N.Y. 

An airplane with body “built like 
an egg” in that all its strength Is, 
in the stressed metal shell, has suc- 
cessfully passed United States De- 
partment of Commerce and Army 
Air Corps tests. It Is now being 
demonstrated for the first time to 
aviation executives and acronautics 
school personnel, including Prof. 
Alexander Klemin of New York 
University, : 

The fuselage is made of machino- 
formed sheets of dural, riveted to- 
gether, If one sheet bends or js 
broken, it can be replaced in an 
hour, which is quite an element in 
transport flying.

American Airmen To Be 
Supervised. 
DISCOURAGING NOVICES, 


‘Washington. 

Strict supervision over pro- 
jected filghts by American air- 
men to foreign countries will be 
exercised. in the future by the 
Commerce Department through 
an amendment to the air com- 
merce regulations, announces the 
Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce for Aeronautics. 

The new regulation will apply 
flights to all countries except 
Canada, Mexico and Cuba and 
provide that no such trips are to 
be undertaken without the de- 
partment’s permission. This 
will be granted only after having 
been authorised by the countries. 
to be visited and after it is prov- 
ed to the satisfaction of the de- 
partment that the pilot and 
equipment to be utilized are qua- 
lified for the undertaking. — 

“The amendment,” he explain- 
ed,” is designed to discourage in- 
experienced pilots and inade- 
quately equipped aircraft from at- 
tempting transcontinental flights 
and other flight projects to 
foreign countries. Also, the 
amendment is intended to ensure 
that permission for flights by 
American airmen to or in foreign 
countries will have been obtained 
from cach nation to be visited be- 
fore the flight is begun. This 
latter phase has been worked out 


in co-operation withthe State; 


Department.
